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Residents oppose Jameson land development

Sierra Madre City Council chambers were 
crowded for the Nov. 15 Planning Commission 
meeting when commissioners heard public com¬ 
ments at the hearing for the application of 
the subdividers of the Ida M. Jameson Trust 
property. Suburban Land Developers, Inc. is 
the development company. 

Several Sierra Madreans questioned the 


impact the development will have on the com¬ 
munity. 

The area for consideration, referred to as 
tentative Tract Map No. 43664, is a 5.42- 
acre parcel between 468 W. Grand View and 
427 W. Highland and divided into 20 lots. 
Not for sale is lot No. 20, the location of 
a reduced Jameson estate and No. 19 with the 
house at 443 W. Highland to be kept by the

trust for their maintenance people. 

Developer Ralph Rittenhouser stated the 
Jameson Trust no longer wishes the upkeep 
of all the area. The proposed property has 
been under study for a year-and-a half. 

Plans are for a design and layout where 
no grading would be done; there would be no 
retaining walls, and buildings would be built 
to the contour of the land. Trees would be 
maintained or transplanted to lots without 
trees. A through road is to be built between 
Highland and Grand View. 

Rittenhouser said he is also the developer 
of the Sierra Woods cul de sasc, a tract 
with five homes under construction, which 
abuts the proposed tract on West Grand View. 
These five homes range from 3200 sq. ft.

to almost 6000 sq. ft., are two-story and 
split-level to follow land contour, with four 
and five bedrooms and a computer room. This 
was the former site of the Lawless home, a 
large two-story Craftsman house that burned 
in April, 1982. 

Rittenhouser further stated that no home 
would be built on Lot No. 1 which has 
about 12 mature oak trees. He will keep this 
as a rear yard to the first home on the east 
side of the Sierra Woods tract, a blue colonial 
style, which he plans to move into himself. 
He presently lives at 1042 Rafael Road, Ar¬ 
cadia, which is another cul de sac he has 
developed on the southeast corner of Foothill 
and Michillinda. 

In defense of comments by Commissioners 
Ross Tyree and Stanley Hutchinson that these 
homes and the type he is planning for the new 
tract are not compatible with the area and

Sunday to secure the league team championship 
of Southern California for their age group. 

The team of 14- and 15-year olds from the local 
area'has played 17 games in the last two months, 
including knockout tournaments the last three week¬ 
ends, in their quest for the title. 

After winning the local Arcadia/Sierra Madre 
league crown with a 6 - 2 - 1 record the Foxy 
Footers took the San Gabriel Valley title with wins 
over Glendale 3 - 0, South Pasadena 5 - 3 and 
Temple City 2-1. Victories over Santa Monica

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Mixing drugs 
can cause 
reai probiems 

Taking two or more drugs at a 
time — even If one of them la as common 
as aspirin — can be a health hazard, 
according to a California health group. 

Paul Jagger, M.D., medical advisor to 
the California Health Products Infor¬ 
mation Council (CHPIC), says “You should 
always tell your doctor the names of all 
prescription or over-the-counter drugs you 
are taking.” According to Jagger, pro¬ 
fessor of medicine at University of Califor¬ 
nia, San Diego, many drugs can work 
against each other In the body. 

For example, taking diuretics and me¬ 
dications for heart ailments together 
can be dangerous If your doctor doesn’t 
know you’re taking both. Diuretics can re¬ 
duce potassium In the body, making heart 
medications toxic. This can cause nausea, 
vomiting and serious hearbeat Irregular¬ 
ities. 

Some commonly prescribed anti-in¬ 
flammatory drugs used to treat arthritis 
and other ailments can increase the ac¬ 
tion of anticoagulants prescribed for the 
treatment of bloodclots — and cause se- 
rious bleeding. 

Why do people endanger their health 
by mixing prescription products in this 
way? 

They simply forget to advise the 
prescribing physician about other 
dtugs they are taking. 

They may not tell their family phy¬ 
sician they are seeing a specialist be¬ 
cause they feel disloyal. 

They may be taking treatment for 
several chronic conditions at once, 
especially if they are senior citizens. 

The best advice, according to Dr. 
Jagger, Is to try to reduce the number 
of drugs taken regularly. And, always 
tell your physician all the drugs — pre- 
' scriptlon or otherwise — that you are 
taking, he says. 

“If you have questions about these 
products, ask your physician or phar¬ 
macist,” he adds. 



Myths about 
safety belts 

“Like all good fiction, the myths 
you’ve heard about safety belts are just 
not true,” said Joseph M. Kaplan, pres¬ 
ident of the Greater Los. Angeles Chapter 
National Safety Council, in his organiza¬ 
tion’s latest campaign to increase the use 
of these life-saving devices. 

“Some people believe they don’t need 
a safety belt when traveling at low speeds 
or on short trips. This is just not true. 
More than 80% of all accidents occur at 
speeds less than 40 miles per hour, and 
fatalities have been recorded at as low as 
12 miles per hour. That’s the speed you’d 
be driving in a parking lot. What’s more, 
three out of four accidents occur within 
25 miles of home. The truth is, all driving 
can be dangerous unless you’re belted 
into your seat. 

“Another common excuse for not 
wearing safety belts is that it is better 
to be thrown clear of an accident. The 
fact is, your chances of being killed are 25 
times greater if thrown from the car. 
Being ‘thrown clear’ means plunging 
through the windshield, scraping along 
the ground, landing in the path of an 
oncoming vehicle or being crushed under 
your own car. Safety belts hold you safely 
in your seat.” 

According to Kaplan, an additional 
reason people use for not buckling up Is 
the fear of being trapped in a burning 
car or one that is submerged in water. 

“Less than 1% of all accidents in¬ 
volve such dramatic circumstances, aside 
from on television. If unbelted, you might 
be knocked unconscious, and therefore 
unable to free yourself. However, a safety 
belt will help prevent you from being hurt, 
leaving you much more likely and phy¬ 
sically capable of escaping in the event 
your car is involved In the unlikely sit¬ 
uation.” 

Kaplan advises that safety belts 
be worn by everyone, everytime your ve-

would create a Disneyland look, Rittenhouser 
, suggested- that when they are completed and 
landscaped, they will be most attractive and 
add to the value of the area. 

Commissioner Roberta Jones suggested 
the consideration that a small park area be 
created as part of this large development. 

Rittenhouser said he would keep the his¬ 
toric house at 427 W. Highland but needs 
that lot for access to the tract. However, he 
has been inside the home and it is in very 
bad disrepair, he said. It was pointed out to 
Rittenhouser that although restoration might 
be very costly, this could become a valuable 
home. 

Speaking in opposition to the tract de¬ 
velopment was Cheryl Dickinson, who with 
her husband Robert reside at 509 W. Grand 
View. The new cul de sac road plus the pro¬ 
posed tract road would add to an already 
unsafe traffic condition where two children 
have recently been injured. There would then 
be 13 intersections on West Grand View, the 
most intersections of any street in Sierra Mad¬ 
re, she stated. The 25 mph speed limit cannot 
be enforced or other safety measures added. 
She said it is the route used by children on 
the way to most schools in Sierra Madre as 
well as by joggers and bicyclists. 

Dickinson had collected 50 signatures on a 
petition including two PTA presidents who 
plan to include this serious problem on their 
meeting agendas. 

Richard and Suzanne Wheeler, 451 W. 
Grand View, said there are almost no side¬ 
walks, and heavy overgrowth makes it neces¬ 
sary to walk in the road. 

Dick Houck, 12 W. Laurel, had concerns 
about drainage problems in the area since flood 
control that has existed for years has been 
changed by the new cul de sac. He felt, too, 
the developer has shown little regard for trees 
including those in the back end of his own 
property. 

Sharon Fowler, 241 Grove, speaking for 
residents on the west side of Grove whose 
backyards would end into the new road in 
the new tract, predicted reduction of their 
property values, easier access to their property 
for intruders and burglary and added noise 
because of the new road. 

The public hearing is to be continued at 
the Planning Commission meeting on Dec. 20 
when an environmental impact report and an 
engineer’s report is to be presented. 

Other business at this Nov. 12 meeting 
was for a variance and lot split on the John 
and Judy Reib property at 700 Oak Crest, 
the former home of Paul Carter, which is al¬ 
most 30,000 sq. ft. of land, but the variance 
and lot split were denied at present. Also 
denied was the proposed carport within a 
front yard setback at 329 N. Auburn. 

Granted was a sign permit for an over 
40-square-foot sign to Alex Balian for Roess 
' Market and for a sign variance to Miner«

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Fire restrictions 
iifted in forest 

Recent rain and snow has reduced the danger 
of wildfire in the San Gabriel mountains allowing 
fire restrictions to be lifted throughout the Angeles 
National Forest, according to Paul Sweetland, Fo¬ 
rest Supervisor. 

Campfires are permitted outside of developed 
recreation areas, provided they are built in a safe, 
cleared area. This includes backpacker and other 
types of portable stoves. Fire permits are not re¬ 
quired. Off-road vehicle use is again permitted in 
approved areas. 

“Although fire restrictions have been curtailed, 
forest visitors are reminded that fireworks of any 
kind and tracer ammunition are always prohibited 
in the national forest,” said Sweetland. The forest 
has experienced 165 fires for a loss of 785 acres 
to date this year. Lightning accounted for 37 
fires with the remaining 128 fires caused by human 
carelessness. 

“We appreciate the public’s help in preventing 
fires and ask that forest visitors continue to use 
good fire safety practices. At this time of the year, 
hot, dry Santa Ana winds could raise the fire 
danger back to extreme levels,” said Sweetland.

Scientists at Los Ala¬ 
mos National Laborato¬ 
ry are already preparing 
for Christmas, and one 
of the most eyecatching 
experiments ever plan¬ 
ned in space — the 
creation of the first man¬ 
made comet. 

“It’ll be brighter than 
anything in the night sky 
except of the moon,” 
says Morris Pongratz of 
the Lab’s Earth and 
Space Sciences Division. 

The spectacular ex* 
periment, scheduled for 
late December, has be¬ 
come known as the Christ¬ 
mas Comet. It will work 
like this: 

— A satellite 72,000 
miles in orbit will re¬ 
lease into space a very 
small amount, some 4.5 
pounds, of the chemical 
barium. 

— Sunlight will stream- 
into the barium, causing 
a brilliant reaction. 

— A circular cloud will 
form, glowing brightly in 
colors of blue and pink.

Our first Amer¬ 
ican thanksgiving 
day recorded was 
in November, 1621 
when the Mayflower 
Pilgrims had their 
first feast at Ply- 
mouty, Mass. Ed¬ 
ward Winslow 
wrote that they had a fair harvest, the ship 
Fortune had arrived with provisions and they 
“had a great store of wild turkeys, besides 
venison.” They invited Massasoit and 90 In¬ 
dians to join in a feast. Forty-seven years 
later, Plymouth established an annual day of 
thanksgiving. 

Other days of thanksgiving were pro¬ 
claimed later, one after the peace was signed 
in 1784, another when the Constitution was 
ratified in 1789 and President Washington pro¬ 
claimed a general day of thanksgiving and re¬ 
corded “Thursday, Nov. 26. Being the day 
appointed for a thanksgiving, 1 went to St. 
Paul’s Chapel.” 

President Madison procalimed a day of 
thanksgiving at the end of the war of 1812. 
president Lincoln named the 4ih or last Thurs¬ 
day of Nov. 1863 as Thanksgiving Day. 

Strangely enough it seems, it didn’t be¬ 
come a legal holiday till Dec. 26, 1941 when 
Congress reseolvcd “that the fourth Thursday 
of November in each year after 1941 be known 
as Thanksgiving Day and is hereby made a 
legal public holiday to all intents and pur¬ 
poses.”

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Area whittlers carve their pleasures out of varied woods 


A book called “How to be a Wood Carver 
in 10 Easy Lessons” does not exist because the 
process takes much longer than a few minor lessons. 
In fact, two area men who belong to the Ca¬ 
lifornia Carvers’ Guild have been playing around 
with the hobby for many years. 

Both men interviewed and also the wife of one of 
them were looking for something constructive to do 
with their tim.e following retirement and became so 
interested in the hobby that they started dabbling 
in carving before retirement. In fact, Jim Whiteley 
of Sierra Madre started when he was a youth — 
and he has the piano bench and boat, done in 
the 7th grade, to prove it. 

“I did a lot of things before 1 got these 
power tools,” he grins, referring to the full set 
of tools given to him by his company when he 
retired. He says he had a few knives but he usually 
cut himself if they were dull. Readers would doubt 
that self-deprecating statement if they could see his 
work. 

It might be a surprise to many that about one- 
fourth of the carvers and whittlers are women. 
And most of them “work in relief carving.” 

Edgar V. Hawkins is another of the carvers 
and explains that the group meeting as the Santa 
Anita Wood Carvers is an outgrowth of the night 
classes at Arcadia High School. 

His experience started out with little en¬ 
thusiasm, “1 bought the tools but didn’t like it. 
My wife, Eleanor, picked up the tools and did so 
darned well at it that 1 decided I had belter go 
back to the hobby. I’m not a good carver,” he 
grins. 

We don’t believe him. He and his wife started

the hobby five years ago and rarely miss a 
meeting of the Santa Anita Wood Carvers, Chap¬ 
ter 24, California Carvers’ Guild. The group 
meets every Monday at the Senior Citizen house 
in Arcadia Park from 8 - noon, and Thursday 
evenings from 7-9 p.m. 

He says of his wife’s enthusiasm, “She’d 
rather miss me than a meeting of the carvers. 

Eddie Beason, formerly of .Arcadia and now of 
LaVerne, leaches the Monday group and Craig 
Bluemel and Janos Zitvay help carvers Thursday 
evenings. 

How much does this group cost? Only $2 a 
month and that’s for the eoffee fund, both men 
explain. Hawkins is chairman of the publicity com¬ 
mittee. Before retiring, he was a licen.sed fire 
protection engineer and mechanical engineer of 
which there were three or four in the vvorld. 

Whiteley says he’s vice-president of the Santa 
Anita group “because I show up all the time.” 

His bald eagle with eaglet and spread eagle 
won third at the recent Los Angeles County Fair. 

On shelves, tables and windowsills in the 
Whiteley home are products of his carving — 
ducks. He says he got started on ducks early 
and found he had an affinity with the fowl. 
Soon he was producing all sizes and styles of the 
birds. He spends up to 60 hours on a duck and 
makes the feathers look more realistic by burning 
the feathers into the wood. He has done 200 
dueks in all. 

He does not believe in throwing away any 
piece of wood. He has used orange and avocado 
twigs, toothpicks, a number of small items for 
delicate carving. And he converted a cedar hot tub 


that had sprung a leak into a handsome riding 
horse. 

Marquetry is also a popular evolution of the 
hobby, and Whiteley has many pieces to prove his 
expertise. One of his tabletops took about 100 
hours minimum. Each piece is eut and the “jig¬ 
saw puzzle” soon expands into a design that has 
been glued down. 

All three carvers subscribe to many trade 
magazines that have patterns that assist them in 
generating designs. But many of their designs are 
original, also. 


Hawkins laughs, “I’ve engaged in my second 
otter in five years but I plan to throw him away 
because he’s out of proportion. I have a pretty 
good-looking hippo, though.” 

The wood carvers usually use jelutong wood 
which is imported from Malasia. It is essentially 
grainless, a soft wood. They also like bass wood 
and sugar pine. However, the carvers use every¬ 
thing — old oak table leaves or whatever they 
happen to have nearby. 

How about slivers? “Only when cutting ply¬ 
wood or cheap lumber or redwood,” the men 
answer. 

These cutups invite all area people to their 
weekly elasses both Monday and Thursday. It’s 
a hobby that grows on you.
